Government 
a tto rn ey s have de­ 
scribed th e agency as one of sev­ 
eral “ d u m m y ” corporations that 
served as fronts for graft collec­ 
tions from distillers, 
2. Defense atto rn ey s sought, on 
cross - examination, 
to 
develop 
their contention that the investi­ 
gation of McKay, McKeighan and 
others was political persecution, 
prompted by 
partisan 
motives. 
They referred fre q u en tly to for­ 
mer Governor 
F r a n k 
Murphy, 
who became U. S. attorney gener­ 
al after his defeat for reelection 
bv the late F r a n k D. Fitzgerald, 
who cam paig ned 
with 
McKay’s 
support. 
3. The defense cross-questioned 
two federal agents concerning the 
“ wirin g” of Detroit hotel rooms 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. McKav, 
and Eugene L. Carey, chief 
de­ 
fense counsel, said he would pro­ 
duce executives of two bote1/* to 
testify to attem p ts to spv upon the 
Republican 
national 
com m ittee­ 
man in the course of the investi­ 
gation th a t preceded the trial.

Ba rney Oldfield was able to beat 
him only once on the roaring road 
a n d then only because th e Chevro­ 
let entry broke down, w as 6 2 years 
l a c k e d -old hist C hristmas Day. 
He died 
a tired old man, som ew hat em­ 
bittered at a fate th a t dropped 
him from world note to virtual 
obscurity.

dirt tracks, cam e to him today i 
in the modest home here in which 
he had lived for nearly a decade 
with his wife and a son. 
He will

and another son are hurled. 
Chevrolet, the son of a farmer, 
who made watches as a side line. 
was

afte r his 20th birth day to repre­ 
sent a F rench automobile m a n u ­ 
facturing company.

May 20, 1905. set a mile record 
of 52.8 seconds and
